The first two phases of 
the center — the medical sciences 
building and the power plant— are 
prr^eiiily under cons' nirt ion. 

Dr. Franli D. Palterson. I K vice 
president for business administra- 
tion, said today that tentative 
plans call for advertising nf the 
project to contractors about Feb. 
1 and Uktag of bids by the last 
of March. 

The definite date will be fixed by 
the State Engineering Division. 
Awarding of the contract and be- 
ginning oX construction should 



take place by earlrMay. Dr. Peter- 
son said. 

The Medical Center's assistant' 
dean. Dr. R. K. Noback, said the 
medical sciences building is sched- 
uled for completion the last of next 
fail. Construction of the powe.r 
plant is proceeding on schediUe. he 
said, and the new project repre- 
sents the third phuse of the over- 
all construction plan. 

Noback said applications for ad- 
mission to the first rlas<. beginning 
in the fail of 1960. would be ac- 
cepted after June 1, with the dead- 
line for applying to be "about the 
end ol February. I960." 

A brochure explaining admission 
proeedvre te now being distriboted. 
Approximately 75 students' will IM 
adoaltted in the first class.

Tests: What Do They Mean? 



That time ol vcar when everyone's 
thoughts turn to te>ts has crept up 
on us once again. Finals are just 
Hiounil the corner and the inevitable 
battle of wiu between the student and 
the proCetior it about to begin. 

According to the dictionary, an ex- 
amination is a testing by (juestions 
or exercises as to qualilications or 
litness oi a student. It would seem 
that to a ^re.it m.iiiy ol our instruc- 
tors an exaniinaiion is a contest in 
which they try to show we students 
how little we really know. Iii all fair« 
nesi we must admit that many pro- 
lessors do give that type of test in 
which they find out just how much 
their students have learned, not what 
they have missed. Basically tliis is 
what botli should be aware ol. 

By gi\ing the lyiK* ol test where 
the student can hcjnestly put down 
everything he knows about the sub- 
ject, the instructor not only can grade 
the student, but himself as well. If a 
professor is sincere about his work he 
sJiQi^d feel obligated to himself and 



to his students to discover il he has 
clone as good a job as possible in the 
presentation ol the material. 

Because a student caimot answer 
more than hall ol a true lalse or a 
one word (omj)letion test, does this 
mean he has absorbed less than h;df 
ol the material presented? Probably 
not, for if the same material in those 
two tests were .presented to the stu- 
dent in a test where he could write 
everything he knew on the subject, a 
much fairer view of what he knew— 
latlier than did not know— would be 
seen. 

I'he perfect test has not yet been 
found. I his, however, is no excirse lor 
some ol the tests we are recpiired to 
take which are given simply becauNe 
iliev aie e.isy to correct. Oidy when 
the students ca nbe sure that they 
are going to be tested- on what they 
know will cheat sheets, fraternity and 
soroity old-test files and long hours of , 
memorizing material forgotten im- 
mediately after the test all disappear.
